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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claimed "changes the characteristic of the 
audio signal" reads on the disclosure in Orbanes where the sound could be louder or softer. The claimed first value of the positionless data 
signal reads on the voice command, such as "zoom in" in Orbanes. By accepting the voice command, Orbanes' system would change the 
displayed 3-D image to match the voice command. Using the same analysis, the claimed second value of the positionless data signal is 
also met by Orbanes. Improving Orbanes' system in view of Courneau would have obvious to one skilled in the art. One not only wants to 
provide a realistic visual effect as provided by Orbanes, one also wants to improve the audible effect, such as suggested by Courneau. 
Applicant seemed to imply that Orbanes only teaches a viewing system. But applicant fails to read Orbanes as a whole. Orbanes teaches 
an audio processing system supplementing the viewing experience. By further modifying the audio processing in view of Courneau, the 
displayed image together with the sound would provide the user greater sensory stimulation. 
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
